Jlituting  a  Lying-in  Hofpital  for  Married 
IV omen. 


AMIDST  the  Variety  of  Charities,  which  arc 
the  Diftindtion  and  Glory  of  this  Age  and 

J  O 

Nation,  perhaps  not  one  has  been  propofed 
to  the  Public  more  truly  beneficial,  or  more  entenfive 
in  its  Benefits,  than  an  Hofpital  for  Lying-in  Women* 
It  would  be  invidious  to  compare  this  with  the  many 
noble  Inditutions,  which  in  different  Parts  of  the 
Town  are  growing  Evidences  of  the  Public  Spirit  and 
Humanity  of  the  Times:  But  thus  much  it  is  natural 
and  juft  to  obferve,  that  all  the  Arguments  for  edab- 
lifhing  any  Hofpital,  are  at  lead:  as  ftrong,  when  ap¬ 
plied  to  this.  Poverty  is  an  Object  of  Pity  3  Sicknefs 
and  Poverty  united,  feem  to  comprehend  all  the 
natural  Evils  of  Life :  But,  as  it  is  not  the  Cafe  of 
every  fick  Perfon  to  be  didreffed  in  Circumdances, 
fo  there  are  not  many  Perfons,  thus  didrefied,  whofe 
Calamity  it  is  to  be  frequently  or  periodically  afflidted 
with  Sicknefs  3  whereas,  mod  Women  that  marry 
bear  Children,  and  thofe  who  work  for  their  Subfid- 
ence,  are,  for  a  confiderable  Part  of  their  Lives,  an¬ 
nually  difqualified  for  Labour  3  at  other  Times  their 
Labour  is  but  a  bare  Support.  During  the  latter  Part 
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of  their  Pregnancy,  and  the  Time  of  their  Lying-in, 
the  needy  Family  is  wholly  taken  up  in  Attendance 
upon  them ;  and  the  Joys,  natural  at  fuch  a  Seafon, 
are  fuppreffed  by  the  Wants  which  furround  them. 
Or  if  they  be  deflitute  of  this  Attendance,  how  great 
is  the  Hazard  that  the  helplefs  Mother,  or  the  Child, 
or  perhaps  both,  may,  by  their  Deaths,  become  me- 
lancholy  In  (lances  of  the  Evils  of  real  Poverty.  If, 
befides,  it  be  confidered,  that  the  Public  is  interefted 
in  the  Life  of  both,  as  the  Poor  are  the  neceffary  In- 
ftruments  of  Eafe  and  Happinefs  to  the  Community, 
this  Charity  will  be  fo  far  from  needing  a  Recom¬ 
mendation,  that  it  is  rather  Matter  of  Surprize,  a 
Delign  fo  full  of  the  mutual  Love  enjoined  by  Reli¬ 
gion,  and  of  the  Sympathy  excited  by  Nature,  has 
not  been  hitherto  executed.  However  it  takes  Place 
at  laft,  and  muft  by  Degrees  flourifh,  whilft  a  Spirit 
of  Charity  and  Benevolence  prevails. — But  there  are 
fome  Perfons  whom  it  more  particularly  addreffes  for 
Encouragement :  Ladies  who  have  experienced  the 
Pains  of  Child-Birth,  this  Hofpital  calls  upon  them 
to  remember,  their  own  Fears  and  Sufferings,  their 
Expence  in  providing  againft  all  the  poffible  Accidents 
of  their  Situation,  how  much  they  felt  for  themfelves, 
how  much  for  their  Infants !  what  Care  and  Attend¬ 
ance  they  thought  abfolutely  neceffary  for  their  own 
Prefervation,  and  what  Grief  they  underwent  at  the 
Lofs,  or  even  the  Indifpofition  of  a  Child.  When 
they  recolledt  all  this,  they  cannot  but  fympathize 

with 
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with  the  Poor  in  the  fame  Situation,  who  undergo 
all  their  Fears  and  Sufferings,  without  their  Comforts 
and  Conveniences.  Other  Ladies  who  have  not  ex¬ 
perienced,  may  yet  imagine  the  DiftrefTes  of  this 
Condition,  and  will  be  naturally  prompted  by  the 
Tendernefs  and  Compaffion  of  the  Sex,  to  contribute 
to  its  Relief.  Gentlemen  too,  whether  Fathers  of 
Families  or  not,  are  by  Motions  of  Humanity  in  ge¬ 
neral,  and  Affedion  for  the  Sex  in  particular,  power¬ 
fully  excited  to  commiferate  the  Cafe  of  Women  fo 
circumftanced. 

By  the  Plan  of  this  Hofpital,  every  Convenience 
thefe  diftreffed  Objeds  can  require,  is  amply  provided  : 
Commodious  Apartments  and  Beds,  good  Nurfing, 
plain  fuitable  Diet,  proper  Medicines,  the  charitable 
Ailiftance  of  Gentlemen  of  Skill  and  Experience  in 
Midwifery,  and  on  due  Occafions,  the  fpiritual  Com¬ 
fort  of  a  fober  and  pious  Divine.  Thefe  feveral  Be¬ 
nefits  they  will  enjoy  without  the  leaft  Expence  to 
themfelves,  and  at  a  Time  when  their  Condition  ren¬ 
ders  them  ufelefs,  or  rather  a  Burden  to  their  Families 

at  home,  to  which,  from  the  Care  taken  of  them  in

this  Hofpital,  they  will,  probably,  in  a  few  Weeks, 
be  able  to  return  flrong  and  healthy. 
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L'he  jirjl  Injlitution  of  this  Hofpital  in  1749 — its  Pro- 
grefs — and  its  additional  Name  of  Britifh  Lying-in 
Hofpital  in  1756. 


THIS  Charity  was  inftituted  in  November  1749, 
by  the  Name  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
for  Married  Women,  and  the  firft  General  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Subfcribers  was  held  on  the  17th  of  that 
Month;  at  which  Time,  honoured  with  the  Pro¬ 
tection  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  asPre- 
fident,  and  encouraged  by  the  Benefactions  of  many 
worthy  Subfcribers ;  a  Plan  for  the  Eftablifhment  and 
Regulation  of  the  Charity  was  approved,  Officers  ap¬ 
pointed,  Servants  retained,  and  the  Houfe,  then  al¬ 
ready  taken,  ordered  to  be  furniffied,  and  Patients 
received. 


The  Number  of  Patients  recommended  greatly  in- 
creafing,  and  the  Houfe  being  too  fmall  to  contain 
them,  it  was  thought  abfolutely  neceflary  to  enlarge 
the  Hofpital ;  and  four  fmall  Houfes  contiguous  to 
the  Back  of  the  Hofpital,  being  offered  and  found 
to  be  convenient  for  the  Charity,  a  Leafe  was  taken 
of  the  faid  four  Houfes,  at  the  yearly  Rent  of  50  /. 
and  the  Houfes  were  repaired  and  laid  together,  agree¬ 
able  to  the  Plan  approved  by  the  Committee. 


This 
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This  Hofpital  retained  its  original  Name,  above- 
mentioned,  till  the  Day  of  the  Date  of  the  following 
Refolution,  when  the  Title  British  was  added,  viz. 


General  Court  of  the  Governors  of  the  Lying-in 
Hojpital  for  Married  Women,  in  Brownlow- 


Street ,  Long- Acre,  April  28,  1756. 

HE  Committee  of  the  Governors  of  this  Cha¬ 


rity,  having  reprefented  to  the  General  Court 
this  Day  held  at  the  Hofpital,  That,  when  this  Hofpital 
was  firft  eftablifhed,  it  was  the  only  one  in  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  solely  employed  for  the  Reception  of  Lying-in 
Women,  and  that  it  was  then  thought  fufficient  to 
call  it  by  the  Name  of,  The  Lying-in  Hospital 
for  Married  Women. — But,  other  Hofpitals,  of  the 
Kind,  having  been  fince  inftituted,  a  Title  of  fuller 
Diftindtion  becomes,  in  their  Opinion,  neceffary,  on 
feveral  Accounts,  and  particularly,  that  Legacies  may 
be  the  better  afcertained :  And,  the  Committee  ap¬ 
prehending  that  the  following  Title,  which  might 
with  great  Propriety  have  been  taken  on  the  firft 
Eftablifhment  of  the  Charity,  may  be  as  juftly  affumed 
in  its  prefent  flourifhing  State,  beg  Leave  to  recom¬ 
mend  to  this  General  Court,  That,  this  Hofpital 
be,  for  the  future,  called  and  diftinguifhed  by  the 


Name  of,  THE  BRITISH  LYING-IN  HOS¬ 
PITAL  FOR  MARRIED  WOMEN.

This  General  Court,  having  duly  considered 
the  faid  Reprefentation,  have  unanimoufly  refolved. 

That  from  this  Time,  the  Title  and  Distinc¬ 
tion  of  this  Hofpital  be,  THE  BRITISH 
LYING-IN  HOSPITAL  FOR  MARRIED 
WOMEN:  And  that  the  faid  Refolution  of  this 
General  Court,  with  the  Preamble,  be  forthwith 
advertifed  in  the  public  Papers.

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The  General  Plan  of  the  HofpitaL 
President,  perpetual* 


Four  Vice-Presidents,  chofen  annually. 
A  Treasurer,  chofen  annually. 


Two  Physicians  and  two  Surgeons,  pradifing 
Midwifery,  who  deliver  the  Women  in  difficult  Cafes. 
The  faid  Gentlemen  have  likewife  agreed  to  meet  at 
the  Hofpital  in  Confutation  every  Tuefday  Morning. 


A  Chaplain,  who  performs  divine  Service  in  the 
Hofpital,  baptizes  the  Children,  Churches  the  Wo¬ 
men,  and  does  the  neceffary  Duties  belonging  to  his 
Fundion. 

An  Apothecary,  who  prepares  fuch  Medicines 
as  are  prefcribed,  for  the  W omen  or  Children. 

A  Secretary,  who  keeps  the  Accounts  of  the 
Hofpital,  attends  at  General  Meetings  and  Weekly 
Boards,  and  does  ail  fuch  other  Bufinefs  as  is  com¬ 
monly  done  by  Secretaries,  Clerks  or  Regiilers,  at 
other  Hofpitals. 


A 
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A  Steward,  who  takes  Care  of  the  Provifions 
and  Furniture,  and  does  fuch  other  Bufmefs  as  be- 
■  longs  to  the  Office  of  a  Steward. 

A  Matron  well  fkilled  in  Midwifery,  who  de¬ 
livers  the  Women  in  eafy,  natural  Labours,  takes  care 
of  the  Linnen,  fuperintends  the  Nurfes,  and  fees 
that  every  Thing,  neceffary  for  the  Women  and  Chil¬ 
dren,  be  provided,  according  to  the  Direction  of  the 
Phylicians  and  Surgeons.  She  has  under  her  an 
*  Assistant-Matron. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  this 
Charity  is  held  every  Quarter,  and  the  foie  Power  of 
making  Laws  and  Rules  for  the  Government  of  the 
Hofpital,  is  lodged  in  the  faid  General  Court. 

A  Committee  of  fifteen  Governors  are  chofen 
at  each  Quarterly  General  Court,  the  Treafurer  for 
the  Time  being,  always  to  be  one,  any  Number  of 
which  may  tranfadt  Bufinefs.  They  meet  at  the 
Plofpital  every  Friday  in  the  Forenoon  to  receive 
the  Women  recommended,  and  to  diredt  the  or¬ 
dinary  Affairs  of  the  Houfe.  Temporary  Orders 
for  the  Service  of  the  Hofpital  may  be  made  by 
this  Committee.  But  a  Report  of  thefe,  and  all 
their  other  Proceedings,  to  be  made  to  the  Quarterly 
General  Court.  Any  Governor  of  the  Charity  may 
be  prefent  at  this  Weekly  Committee,  but  none  have 
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a  Right  of  voting  there,  except  thofe  who  are  Mem- 
bers  of  the  Committee,  and  the  President,  or 
Vice-Presidents,  if  prefent.  The  fame  Rule  to 
extend  to  all  other  Committees. 

A  Special  General  Court  may,  on  a  Fort¬ 
night’s  Notice,  be  called  at  any  Time  between  the 
Quarterly  Courts,  either  by  Order  of  a  General  Court, 
or  of  the  Weekly  Committee,  or  at  the  Demand  of 
the  Treafurer,  or  of  any  five  of  the  Governors,  the 
faid  Demand  being  delivered  in  Writing  at  the 
Weekly  Board,  and  figned  with  their  refpedtive 
Names.  The  Bufinefs  ol  fuch  fpeciai  General  Court 
to  be  exprefied  in  the  faid  Writing  and  in  the  Sum¬ 
mons  to  the  Governors. 

All  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  Hofpital, 
above  the  Rank  of  AlTiilant-Matron,  Meffenger  or 
Nurfes,  to  be  elected  by  Ballot,  at  a  General  Court  of 
the  Governors :  And,  on  any  Vacancy,  the  Day  of 
Ele&ion  for  filling  it  up  to  be  appointed,  at  lead:  one 
Month,  and  not  more  than  Three  Months,  from  the 
Day  fuch  Vacancy  happens,  unlefs  directed  otherwife 
by  exprefs  Order  of  a  General  Court :  But  the  inferior 
Servants  to  be  appointed  by  the  Weekly  Committee. 

The  Qualification  of  an  Annual  Governor 
of  this  Charity  is  a  Subfcription  of  Three  Guineas 
or  upwards  per  Annum,  and  of  a  Perpetual  Go- 

C  •  VERNQR, 
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vernor,  a  Payment  at  once  of  Thirty  Guineas, 
which  intitles  the  Subfcriber  to  recommend,  and  have 
in  the  Houfe,  one  Woman  at  a  Time.  A  Subfcrip- 
tion  of  Six  Guineas  per  Annum,  or  a  Payment 
at  once  of  Sixty,  intitles  the  Subfcriber  to  have  in 
the  Houfe  two  Women  at  a  Time,  and  fo  in  Pro¬ 
portion  for  larger  Sums. — Ladies  fubfcribing  the  like 
Sums  have  the  Privilege  of  recommending  Women 
in  the  fame  Manner  as  Governors ;  and  by  an  Order 
of  the  Quarterly  General  Court  of  the  6th  of  July, 
1750,  they  have  a  Right  of  voting  in  all  Elections  at 
General  Courts,  for  Officers  and  Servants,  by  Proxy, 
provided  that  fuch  Proxy  be  a  Governor  of  this 
Charity;  or  they  may  fend  a  Letter  to  the  Board 
without  a  Proxy,  naming  the  Perfon  they  vote  for, 
which  will  be  regarded  as  their  Vote.  No  Go¬ 
vernor  to  be  Proxy  for  more  than  one  Lady  at  a 
Time. — Benefactions  and  Subfcriptions  of  fmaller 
Sums,  than  thole  above-mentioned,  will  be  thankfully 
Received,  and  properly  applied  to  the  Ufe  of  the 
Charity. 

Women  are  received  into  this  Hofpital,  on  pro¬ 
ducing  a  Letter  of  Recommendation  from  a  Governor, 
and  making  an  Affidavit  of  their  Marriage  and  their 
Hufband’s  Settlement ;  and  where  the  Hufband  co¬ 
habits  with  the  Wife,  it  is  required  that  he  join  in 
fuch  Affidavit,  unlefs  prevented  by  Sicknefs  or  fome 
other  reafonable  Impediment ;  and  it  is  alfo  required 

that 
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that  the  Women  produce  a  Teftimonial  of  their  Ho- 
nefty  and  Poverty  under  the  Hands  of  two  fub- 
ftantial  Houfekeepers  in  the  Neighbourhood,  where 
they  lodge  or  relide,  in  cafe  the  Weekly  Board  fhall, 
on  Examination,  doubt  of  their  being  Objefts  of  the 
Charity.  During  their  Continuance  in  the  Hofpital, 
all  Neceffaries  are  provided  for  them  and  their  Chil¬ 
dren,  at  the  foie  Charge  of  the  Hofpital.  No  Money 
or  other  Gratuity  is  to  be  taken  of  them  by  the  Nurfes, 
or  by  any  of  the  Officers  or  Servants  of  the  Houfe, 
on  any  Pretence  whatfoever. 

Friday  being  the  Day  appointed  for  the  Ad- 
miffion  of  Women,  they  are  required  to  be  at  the 
Hofpital  by  ten  of  the  Clock  in  the  Forenoon ;  no 
Letters  of  Recommendation  being  received  after 
that  Hour,  it  being  neceffary  for  the  Difpatch  of  the 
Bufinefs  of  the  Hofpital,  that  fuch  Letters  fhould  be 
examined  and  entered  by  the  Secretary,  before  the 
Weekly  Board  fits,  who  enter  upon  Bufinefs  at 
Eleven.

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Female  Pupils ,  the  Qualifications  neceffary  to  their  Ad- 
mittance ,  and  the  Methods  of  injlrudiing  them  in 
Midwifery . 

THAT  this  Charity  might  be  rendered  more  ex- 
teqfiyely  ufeful  to  the  Public,  and  that  not  only 
this  great  Metropolis,  but  th.e  remotefl  Parts  of  the 
Kingdom,  might  be  fuppljed  with  well-inftruded  and 
experienced  Midwives,  on  the  25th  of  June,  1752,  it 
was  propofed,  that  Female  Pupils  fhould  be  permitted 
to  attend  Labours,  under  the  immediate  Jnfpedion 
of  the  Matron,  and  the  occafional  Diredions  of  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  who  have  undertaken  to 
inftrud  them  in  all  Matters  relating  to  the  Bufinefs  of 
Midwifery.  Which  Propofal  being  maturely  con- 
fidered,  and  the  Committee  having  formed  a  Plan  for 
regulating  fuch  Pupils,  the  fame  was  prefented  to  the 
Quarterly  General  Court,  held  the  20th  of  Odober 
1752,  and  was  then  approved,  and  which  is  in 
Subftance  as  follows,  viz .

“  being  intruded  in  Midwifery,  and  that  they  have

The  Method  of  admitting  Patients  by  Ballot ,  when  more 
are  recommended  by  the  Governors  than  there  are 
Vacancies  for .

THE  Annual  Subfcriptions  and  Benefactions 
to  this  Charity  being  infufficient  to  fupport  a 
Admiffion  of  all  Patients  recommended  by 
the  Governors,  the  weekly  Committee  were  under 
a  Difficulty  in  what  Manner  to  execute  the  Truft 
repofed  in  them,  with  regard  to  the  Admiffion  of 
Patients,  fo  as  not  to  difoblige  Governors  by  poft- 
poning  their  Recommendations,  or  to  afford  Sufpicion 
of  undue  Preference.  And  it  being  found  on  a  Cal¬ 
culation,  that  the  prefent  Fund,  confident  with 
other  neceffafy  general  Expences,  could  not  re¬ 
lieve  more  than  twenty  Patients  in  a  Month;  the 
Committee  on  the  4th  oi  January  1 754  came  to  a  Re- 
folution,  which  had  the  Approbation  and  Sanction  of 
a  general  Court,  held  on  the  1 6th  of  "January  follow¬ 
ing,  That  there  fhould  be  no  more  than  forty  Pa¬ 
tients  in  the  Houfe,  and  on  the  Lift  for  Admiffion,  at 
the  fame  Time ;  and  that  as  Patients  were  difeharged 
from  the  Hofpital,  the  Vacancies  fhould  be  fupplied 
in  the  following  Manner  by  other  Patients  recom¬ 
mended,  that  every  Governor  might  have  an  equal 
Chance  for  the  Admiffion  of  his  or  her  Patient.

F'irft,  the  refpective  Time  of  each  Patient’s  Reck¬ 
oning  is  taken  by  fome  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the

Faculty,  or  by  the  Matron,  and  fubfcribed  at  the 
Bottom  of  their  refpeftive  Letters  of  Recommendation, 
viz.  Thofe  who  reckon  between  the  i  ft  and  ioth 
Days  of  the  Month,  inclufive,  are  fet  down  as  reck¬ 
oning  the  Beginning  of  the  Month ;  thofe  between 
the  nth  and  20th  inclufive,  as  reckoning  the 
Middle  of  the  Month;  and  thofe  between  the  21ft 
and  laft  Day  of  the  Month  inclulive,  as  reckoning 
the  End  of  the  Month. 

Secondly,  The  Secretary  accordingly  prepares  a 
Monthly  Lift  in  three  Claffes,  viz.

Thirdly,  On  each  Board-Day  the  Number  of  Va¬ 
cancies  are  declared,  which  are  filled  up  by  Patients 
ftanding  in  the  firft  Clafs.  If  more  Patients  ftand  in 
the  firft  Clafs  than  there  are  Vacancies  for,  the  whole 
Number  of  Patients  in  that  Clafs  ballot  for  the  Pre¬ 
ference,  by  drawing  black  and  white  Balls ;  for  which 
Purpofe  as  many  white  Balls  are  put  into  a  Bag  as 
there  are  Vacancies,  and  as  many  black  Balls  as,  with 

2  the 
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the  white  Balls,  make  up  the  Number  of  Patients 
balloting. — Thofe  drawing  the  white  Balls  receive 
immediate  Orders  for  Admiffion. — Thofe  drawing1 
the  black  Balls  are  taken  in  the  next  fucceeding 
Board-Day,  without  balloting,  if  there  are  iufficient 
Vacancies.  If  not,  they  again  ballot  among  them- 
felves  for  the  Preference,  without  being  joined  with 
any  new  recommended  Patient :  And  fuch  of  them 
as  then  draw  black  Balls,  are  in  the  fame  Manner 
referred  to  the  next  fucceeding  Board-Day ;  when, 
if  not  delivered  at  home  before,  they  are  expedted 
to  attend,  or  they  will  of  courfe  lofe  their  Turn  of 
Admiffion. 

By  this  Method,  there  can  be  no  Favour  or  Par¬ 
tiality  fhewn  to  the  Recommendation  of  any  Go¬ 
vernor  3  for  each  Patient,  with  the  Reftridtions  above- 
mentioned,  ballots  agreeable  to  her  Time  of  Reckon¬ 
ing,  and  has  an  equal  Chance  of  Admiffion  with  the 
Patients  who  reckon  at  the  fame  Time,  whether  fhe 
has  or  has  not  attended  former  Board-Days. 

A  Method  has  been  ufed  by  fome  Governors, 
to  give  Letters  of  Recommendation  to  Patients,  two 
Months,  or  more,  before  the  Time  of  their  Reckon¬ 
ing,  which  has  not  only  created  great  Trouble  and 
Lofs  of  Time  to  the  Patients,  but  difobliged  fuch  Go¬ 
vernors,  when  their  Recommendations  have  been 
poftponed.  To  remedy  which,  the  Governors  for 
the  future  are  delired  not  to  recommend  any  Patient 

till 
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till  (he  fhall  be  in  the  laft  Month  of  her  Pregnancy, 
Ahd  to  prevent,  as  much  as  poffible,  fuch  Patients 
from  impofing  on  the  Governor  by  giving  a  falfe 
Reckoning,  the  Governor  is  defired  to  inform  her 
that  fhe  wiil  be  queftioned  by  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Faculty,  or  Matron,  as  abovementioned  3  and  that  if 
any  defigned  Impofition  fhould  be  difcovered,  her 
Recommendation  will  be  forfeited* 

If  any  Governor  fhall  think  of  any  Method  of  im¬ 
proving  the  prefent  Plan  of  admitting  Patients,  the 
Committee  would  take  it  as  a  Favour,  if  they  would 
tranfmit  to  them  their  Thoughts  in  Writing  on  the 
Subjedt,  as  their  whole  Views  are  to  promote  and 
regulate,  in  the  belt  Manner  they  are  able,  this  mpft 
ufeful  and  excellent  Charity* 

N.  B .  As  the  Annual  Subfcriptions  and  Benefac¬ 
tions  increafe,  the  Number  of  Patients  in  the  Houfe 
and  on  the  Lift  will  be  augmented. 

It  will  be  efteemed  a  great  Benefit  to  the  Cha¬ 
rity,  if  Ladies  would  be  pleafed  occafionally  to  vifit 
the  Hofpital,  to  infpedt  the  Management  of  the  Wo¬ 
men  and  Children.

OEVERAL  Perfons,  who  have  been  applied  to  for  Be- 
k3  nefadtions  to  this  Hofpital,  having  objected,  That  it 
admits  only  Married  Women ,  but  refufes  the  Unmarried , 
who  are  no  lefs  Objects  of  Companion;  the  Governors, 
who  have  had  frequent  Deliberations  on  the  Subjedt,  find 
it  neceflary  to  give  the  Public  the  following  Reafons  for 
their  Condudt.

They  allow,  that  every  Fellow-Creature  in  Diftrefs  is 
an  Objedl  of  Companion,  even  though  that  Diftrefs  is  ever 
fo  apparently  the  Confequence  of  their  Vices. — Neverthe- 
lefs,  as  Members  of  Society,  they  think  they  fhould  not  be 
juftified,  without  the  Sanction  of  the  Legiftature,  in  re¬ 
ceiving  luch  Objedls : 

First,  Becaufe  the  Legiftature  has  confidered  the  Per¬ 
fons  in  Queftion  as  criminal ;  has  rendered  them  liable  to 
Punifhments,  and  has  declared  their  Offspring  illegitimate ; 
on  Purpofe,  no  doubt,  to-difcourage  the  Vices  of  Indivi¬ 
duals,  and  thereby  preferve  the  good  Order  of  the  Whole : 

Secondly,  Becaufe  Baftard  Children  gain  a  Settlement 
in  the  Parifh  where  they  are  born ;  they  think  therefore 
they  fhould  do  an  A 61  of  Injuftice  to  the  Parifh,  in  which 
the  Hofpital  is  fituated,  in  bringing  upon  it  the  Incum¬ 
brance

brance  of  thefe  Children,  which,  in  a  Courfe  of  Years, 
might  accumulate  to  a  very  great  Number. — To  prevent 
the  like  Incumbrance  upon  the  Parifh  (as  all  other  Chil¬ 
dren,  whofe  Parents  Settlements  are  not  known,  obtain  a 
Settlement  in  the  Parifh  where  they  are  born)  it  ha?  been 
the  Cuftom,  before  the  Admiffion  of  the  Patient,  to  require 
an  Affidavit  of  the  Time  and  Place  of  her  Marriage,  and 
of  the  Place  of  Settlement  of  the  Hufband  or  Wife,  in 
order,  that  the  Parifh  might  be  enabled,  fhould  there  be 
Occafion,  to  pafs  the  Children  to  that  Place  of  Settlement. 

As  this  Cuftom  of  taking  Affidavits  has  been  objeded 
to  by  fome,  as  giving  Encouragement  to  Perjuries  and 
falfe  Affidavits,  the  Governors  would  obferve,  that  they 
do  no  more  in  requiring  a  Teftimony  on  Oath  of  Fads, 
abfolutely  neceftary  to  be  known  by  them,  than  every 
Magiftrate  and  Court  of  Juftice  does  in  all  Matters  of  Evi¬ 
dence,  that  come  before  them :  And  it  would  certainly  be 
thought  a  very  odd  Kind  of  Reafoning,  and  yet  it  fairly 
refults  from  the  Objedion,  That,  becaufe  wicked  People 
may  fometimes  be  guilty  of  a  voluntary  Perjury,  the  Ad- 
miniftration  of  Oaths  ought  to  be  abolifhed. 

When  thefe  Refledions  are  maturely  confidered,  the 
Public,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  of  Opinion,  that  the  Governors 
of  this  Hofpital  have  aded  with  Prudence,  and  with  a  be¬ 
coming  Deference  to  the  apparent  Senfe  of  the  Legiflature, 
in  confining  the  Benefits  of  this  Charity  to  poor  Married 
Women  only ;  and,  as  much  as  in  them  lies,  to  the  honeft 
and  induftrious  Part  thereof.

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Pojlfcripty  containing  farther  Reafons  for  confining  the 


Benefits  of  this  Charity  to  Married  Women . 

May  28,  1756* 

THE  Governors  of  this  Hofpital  did,  about  two  Years 
pail,  offer  to  the  Public  fome  Reafons  for  their  hot 
admitting  Unmarried  Women  to  the  Benefits  of  this  Cha¬ 
rity.  *  Their  Firfl  Objection  was  founded  upon  aPrefump- 
tion,  fupported  by  the  apparent  Senfe  of  theLegiflature,  that 
the  Admiffion  of  fuch  Patients  might  give  Encourage¬ 
ment  to  Vice.—The  Second  was.  That  Ballard  Children 
gain  Settlements  in  the  Parifh  where  they  are  born,  and 
that  it  would  be  doing  a  manifcft  Injuflice  to  the  Parifh, 
in  which  the  Hofpital  was  fituated,  to  bring  this  Burden 
upon  them.— The  late  Adl  of  Parliament,  which  empowers 
the  Foundling- Hofpital  to  receive  all  Children  that  are 
brought  thither,  under  the  Age  of  two  Months,  has  re¬ 
moved  this  latter  Objedlion ;  though,  after  that  Age,  they 
may,  notwithftanding  this  Adi,  become  a  Charge  upon  the 
Parifh— But  the  firfl  Objedlion  flill  remains  in  full  Force. 

As  this  Hofpital,  therefore,  was  inflituted  folely  for  the 
Relief  of  the  diflreffed  Poor,  who  adl  conformably  to  the 
Laws  of  the  Land,  and  the  Principles  of  Virtue,  the  Go¬ 
vernors  are  certainly  juflified  in  preferring  Patients  of  this 
Clafs  to  thofe,  whofe  Diflreffes  are  brought  upon  them  by 
vicious  Pradlices  ;  becaufe,  in  fo  doing  they  promote  the 
Interefl  of  the  Community,  while  they  perform  an  Adl  of 
Charity ;  whereas,  in  the  other  Cafe,  they  would  indeed 
do  an  Adl  of  Companion,  but  perhaps  prejudice  the  Society. 
A  prefent  Diftrefs,  though  the  Confequence  of  Vice,  may

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juftly  excite  Pity  ;  yet  all  wife  Legiflators  ever  judge  it 
right  to  difcountenance,  in  future,  thofe  Vices  and  Irre¬ 
gularities,  from  which  the  Diftrefs  proceeded, 

It  has,  without  Doubt,  been  owing  to  the  laudable  In¬ 
tention,  and  good  Conduct  of  this  Charity,  that  it  has  met 
with  fuch  generous  Encouragement  from  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry,  and  that  poor  Married  Women  apply  in  fuch 
Numbers  for  Admiflion,  as,  indeed,  to  oblige  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  for  want  of  a  fufficient  Income  to  relieve  all  who 
offer,  to  make  the  Women  ballot  *  for  Admiflion,  when 
more  apply  than  there  are  Vacancies  for,  which  is  almofl 
every  Board-Day  the  Cafe. — So  that,  were  there  no  other 
Objections,  it  would  be  a&ing  contrary  to  Prudence  and 
Decency,  and  to  the  profeffed  Intention  of  the  Charity,  to 
receive  Unmarried  Women,  when  the  Hofpital,  from  the 
Narrownefs  of  its  Fund,  cannot  admit  all  the  Married 
who  offer. 

In  order  to  obviate  what  Objections  might  be  made  to 
this  Charity,  for  thus  confining  its  Benefits  to  Married 
Women,  the  Committee  have  thought  proper,  on  reprint¬ 
ing  the  annual  Account  of  the  State  of  the  Hofpital, 
to  add,  to  their  former  Reafons,  the  few  foregoing  Hints  : 
And,  they  perfuade  themfelves,  when  they  come  to  be  well 
confidcred,  that  they  will  fufHce  to  juftily  their  ConduCl 
in  adhering  ftriClly  to  the  original  Conftitution  of  the 
Charity.
